Tbo words "Sky Fauu", tell a story in 


themselves. Tiie phrase could have been 
born only out of a great love of nalure, and 
living close to nature's heart. All laimsaie 
"Hky Farms," if only tho farmer or the 
farmer's wife knew it; but the uauie has 
beou for the first time set in tho set' ing of 
an authorized and graceful sponsorship, on 
tho secluded farm among our Berkslilie 
Hills, where were born tbe two marvellous 
poet-cliildreti or child-poets, Elaine and 
Dora Uead Goodiile. Both of these names 
have bccomii somewhat known within the 
last three yeais; and witb every new bit of 
verse of theirs which bas drifted about in 
newspaper or magazine there has been a 
new wonder — almost an incredulous won- 
der — In the miuds of all who have read 
It. 


We have bad rhyming children before. 


The air of America, unfortunately, fosters 
Ihis sort of thing, country academies aud 
juvenile magazines ply It with unwholesome 
stimulus; great armies of fond, foolish, vain 
fathers and mothers parade it, aud, sooner 
or later, dhectly or indirectly, the poor chil- 
dren die of it. Tbo lives of Lucretia and 
Margaret Davidson still linger, dusty and 
forgotten, on library shelves, a melancholy 
memorial of the unwholesoineness of early 
rhyming and tho sickliuoss of early rhymes. 


So it has come lo pass that our n'ist im- 


pulse on seeing published writings ofchil- 
dien is one of pily for lliem aud blame for 
their parents. 
We think of the old Leviti- 


cai law against "seething a kid iu ils moth- 
er's milk," find in it a new significance and 
wish it could draw down to-day as swift a 
penally as in the days of Moses. But, in 
tbe case of these Sky Farm childten, any 
such disapproval and apprehension were 
forestalled in the outset by the declarations 
of all who knew tLern that they wore strong, 
healthy, rosy, joyous young gi'ils, who live:] 
their country life with tbe keenest zest of 
enjoyment in all count, y pleasures, and 
every line of theirs which lias been piloted 
corroboral es this statement. Not a I lace of 
morbidness or aflectlon; not a suggestion of 
patrol, y or imitation; not a tone of pre- 
tence or self-consciousness; a simple itera- 
tion and reilara-.ion again aud ajam of sim- 
plicity and siinpllckv's delights; almost as 
much a monotone as the cblipjngof biids, 
and a'most as full of gladness. Even when 
Elaine, who bas fur moie passireness I ban 
Doia, writes sad veises I hey have a sound 
ofcouteuied plaiu'iveness or yieveU won- 
der rather than of deep sadness; as the 
sparrow might Iwii er m a liltle lower key 
and with longer itileivals beUveeu notes if 
he wei'e out in a cold rain. 


Fiorn tbe very simplicity of these veises 


comes the difficulty of analyzing or desciib- 
ing iheir cbaim; co-lies also a certain limi- 
tation of their hold on the minds of many 
people. 
All simplicities are to day as Ihe 


simplici y of Cuiht was in Paul's day, 
"unloibe Gentiles foolishness." But 
i he day 


of simplicity's triumphant letuin is dawn- 
ing, and when i bat day fairly bieakslbeie 
will go out of sight a gieat host of'llusued 
and healed icvellets whose passionate and 
fasiasl.ic songs have been bewiiching and 
deluding men's ea>s Ihiough Hie ni^ht. 
Due of i lie symptom* ol Ihis dance Is the 
biilh and the singing of such chilthen as 
these, and the quic* healing they have 
caught fiom many .nod eurs. 


Their frst volume, "Apple Blossoms,1' 


published last year, contained i heir eailiest 
poems, at least so we must piesume, %ioce 
a liule foot note says that some of ibevn, 
in each case, weie wiitteu at i lie age of uiue 
ycais.

Elaine was butfif<eeo aud Dora only twelve

same reason, simply ihat it happened to be 
Hue : 


"Thehills a,e faint in n cloudy bine." 


It would be veiy easy to inslance more 


cases of the same unconscious reiteration of 
pbiases, ibymesand fancies, all through 
these poems, but it would be ungiacious 
and very false to tine appreciation of the 
genuineness of tbe woik. This is one of 
the faulis which is suie to be cured as lime 
goes oi) ; and in curing it it is by no means 
impossible i,hat tbe children will learn to 
wiiie belier verse at expense of writing 
wune poetry. Only the ti uest poetic fi e 
can liglit a poet safely between the dangers 
of maune.ism aud toogieat precision on 
the ooe band, and carelebsness aud loo 
great freedom on ihe other. 


At present, to dwell ou any such minor 


flaws io these pure, sweet and simple verses 
would be absurd — as absurd as to go wilh a 
tuning folk and aneartiumpet into a June 
meadow ; for really there bas never been a 
time betbie in literature when a young 
thrush aud a bobolink have printed a book.

The annual meeting of the Bristol Ll- 


trary wajlield on last Thursday evening at 
Wuhington Hall. There was a very fair 
Mtendauco, aud much interest wcs mani- 
fested In tlie proceedings. 
The President 


of tbe Doard of Managers, Rev. Dr. Knox, 
presided, and after be. had called the meet- 
ing to order, the follow lug report, read by 
the Secretary, w»s adopted and ordered 
placed, upou tho minutes.' 
Second Anmial Report of the Hoard of 


Managers of the Jlrsitvl Library : To 
the Shareholder* of tbe Bristol Library. 
Your Board of Managers present the 
following Report of their work, and of tbe 
condition of the Library durlug their 
term of office, from January 9,1679 to 
tbe present time: 


' This board followed It, tlie footsteps of 
tbelr predecessors by electing the same 
Treasurer and tbe same Librarians, and 
with regard to tbese officers the Managers 
beg leave to express tbu hope tbat their own 
work will prove as satisfactory to the Share- 
holders as tbo work of these ofllcers has 
proved satisfactory to tbe Board. Tbe Li- 
brarian and bis assistants are' the elllcers 
who are thrown especially in contact with 
ihe Shareholders, and who are required to 
give up their lime to the Library more fre- 
quently than any others, and as a compli- 
ment to them the Bonrd remitted the an- 
imal assessment due upon their shares, not 
as remuneration for (heir services, but sini- 
pl) as an acknowledgement Unit their gra- 
tuitous labors are appreciated. In tbeir man- 
agement of the Library tbls Board have ad- 
hered to principles laid down by their pred- 
ecessors : 


1. That the main object of a Public Li- 


brary Is to supply a wuut felt in every com- 
munity of intelligent people—that of relia- 
ble information upon important and instruc- 
tive topics, and 


2. That every Library should contain a 


fair proportion of books that may be char- 
retcrized as entertaining and amusing rath- 
er than as instructive. 


Tueir selections of books liavo been 


made accordingly, and if more ample rea- 
sons for their line of action are wished they 
beg leave to refer to tho report of tho pre- 
vious Board, as containing fully their sen- 
timents upon tho m.ittar of selection of 
books. 


They have found It necosswy to provide 


.two new book-cases to contain tho add! 
tions to the Library,amJ they have been able 
to furnish printed catalogues without ex- 
pense. 
Tho Kequcit-Book, upon which 


the Shareholder ask for the purchase of 
such books as they desire, has contained 
during the rear applications for 130 books. 
Of these 10 still remain upou the Postponed, 
Refertcd, and Cheap Lists; Bl have been 
purchased, and 80 rejected. This last ac- 
tion has been mainly on account of the 
high prices of the work requested, or be- 
cause the Library has already contained a 
work upon the samu subject as the one 
asked for. 


'lite Library now contains C09 works in 


708 volumes, which cost $582.40, an aver- 
age of 82 cents per volume, which is one 
cent less than the average of last year. 
This is an increase of 1?2 works i;i 210 vol- 
umes during tbe year. Tbe average cost of 
these additions is about 75 cents per volume. 
We have received 8:5 donations of books 
this year against 60 received laat year. 


As to lh« use of the boolo upon the 140 


shares which are now held in the Library, 
the Librarian, in his annual report to the 
Board, says:—"During the past year some 
SlOO.books have baeu loaned, principally 
upon 114 shares, or an average of 27 books 
to each share, which is the same ratio as in 
the previous seven mo nths tho 103 shares 
[used] showed to the books used." 


During this Board's term of office 8 new 


shires hive been sold, which is as much of 
an increase as can be reasonably expected, 
and It Is to bo noticed that 24 shares have 
be«n transferred from the hands of persons 
who did not use them to others who do use 
them, and who consequently tako an inter- 
est in the Library. 


There has been added to the funds this 


year by public entertainments tbo sum of 
$88. Xo doubt this sum at least can be 
raised every year in this way, so tbat we 
may depend upon an Income of $200 a year, 
besides fines. 


The fines have been sufficient to defray 


the expense of all repairs to books and to 
furnish shelf-room for additional books, 
while the sum raised by entertainments has 
been more Iban sufficient to defray tbe cur- 
rent expenses of the Library, leaving every 
dollir of the annual iisseasmeuts, and more 
too, to go for the purchase of new books. 
The books are amply Insured, wo have no 
debts, and tbere is a balance in tbe treas- 
ury. 


The Managers consider that the Library 


Is In a very promising condition. It must 
necessarily be a growth, and not an in- 
stantaneous creation. 
If all pains are 


laken to make and keep it good so far as it 
goes, developeuient and progress are as- 
sured. 


We all, of course, hope for tbe time when 


we will be able to have a room exclusively 
our own, wbicb can be used as a reading 
loom, and be open every day, together with 
*n Income sufficient to support it, and do 
•w»y with the necessity of raising funds by 
public entertainments. The means of bring- 
ing about such a state of affairs is a ques- 
tion tbat has been frequently discussed 
by the managers, but they have not been 
able to find it without incurring debt, or 
assuming responsibilities which they might 
not be able to meet, so, considering it un- 
wise to attempt any plan tbat would prob- 
ably have lo be finally abandoned, they 
have been content to make haste slowly but 
rarely, tbat tbe Library may always rest 
upon a solid foundation, and tbat every ad- 
Tlriclng step taken, small though it may be, 
•hall be a step actually gained, and an inv 
ptovement that will remain. 


During th'e;pMt.year the Library certain- 


ly has Improved. A public sale of tbe books 
would realize a sum sufficient to more tban 
pay each shareholder the par value of his 
abate, and the Managers feel tbat pi ogress 


may now be not only hoircd for, but expec- 
ted.

BlllNllFIC 


— The practical experiments of a Ger- 


man scientific agriculturist show that pota- 
toes'rcquire a large amount of nitrogenous 
manuring with a much smaller quantity of 
phosphoric acid. 


—It has long been suspected that milk 


often serves as a carrier of diphtheritic poi- 
son, and numerous recent cases in Great 
Britain tend to confirm this supposition. 
The matter is being investigated by a Lon- 
don medical committee. 


-Experiments made in France show 


that the amount .of sugar in beet-root 
varies in dlicct proportion to the size of the 
leaves; that is, the larger the leaves the 
more the sugar in the roots. 
Sugar exists 


in the leaves, but only in small quantity. 


— It has boon calculated that the heat 


diffused into the atmosphere by the Gulf 
stream would, if converted into working 
power, be equal to 400,000,000 times the 
horse-power of the largest iron-clad man- 
of-war. 


—One of the most delicate Instruments 


known to scieuce Is Edison's tasimeter, or 
heat-measure. The rapid passage of the 
hand before it at a distance of thirty-four 
feet causes a deflection of the needle of two 
hundred degrees. 


—The stenographer of the Italian Sen- 


ate has devised an instrument which is 
claimed to produce speech in ordinary 
printed characleis as rapidly as it is spoken 
a word of several syllables being recorded 
by a single touch of the keys. 


— A phosphorescent powder has been pro- 


duced which becomes very strongly lumi- 
nous under tlie iiiflucijL'e of eJsctricity. 
The invcnlois piopose applying it to the 
lighting of buoys. 
The phosphorescent 


substance will be placed in a current pro- 
duced by tbo action of sea-water on zinc 
and copper-plates. 


— In the peninsula of Tainan, in Russia, 


a tomb dating fVom the thiicl 001111117 be- 
fore the Chi istian Era, has been discovered. 
In it was found a f,o\A colkr, ornamented 
with lions' heads; a crown of tbo saruo 
metal adorned with rnecioua stones, having 
in the centre a swan with a Cupid on its 
wings; a luuncl goM biooob, with a pin, 
representing Venus holding Cupid in her 
anus; a collar of peai's; can ings, chains, 
rings, bracelets in gold, and vases of silver. 
The tomb is supposed to be that of a joung 
g'rl. 


—A novel method of treatment of the in- 


sane has been adopted at an asylum in Vi- 
enna. Tlie director bus established a litho- 
graphed journal for circulation in the asy- 
lum', and he induces the patients to con- 
tribute to it. He especially encourages 
them to refute the manias of their compan- 
ions. The man who believes his nose to 
bo made cf sngai candy and liable to dis- 
solve can argue with excellent logic against 
his friend's pet theory that his beard is a 
tender plant and needs frequent watering. 
As a rule, they are able to discuss with 
good sense all subjects except those which 
concern tlieir peculiar delusion. 


— Experiments In the artificial coloring of 


thecoiolla of flowers have been for some 
time conducted by Trof. Sachardo, of Pa- 
dua. The idea is not new, but the meth- 
ods employed aie original. 
He 
simply 


causes the (lowers todiink ccitain coloied 
solutions— chiefly aniline — which, nenotra- 
tiiiK the tissues, modify color, or, in 
dye the nervlets and veins of the corolla. 
tt is known by gaidencrs that hoitensias 
receive a blue tint from the mixture of iron 
filings with the soil aroutid the plants. Pan- 
sies and stocks have their flowers colored iu 
fifteen minutes if their roots are immersed 
iu a solution of green aniline. The plant, 
however, dies within a week, when thus 
treated. Wain ing tlie soil with a colored 
solution piocluces no effect, as the coloring 
matter is absorbed by the earth. 


—Various savanta have tried to apply to 


the color sense the principles of the evolu- 
tion theorv. They represent that our an- 
cestois of prehistoric and even of historic 
times had but an imperfect sense of colors, 
similar to that of the color-blind of the pres- 
ent day; the latter being regarded as cases of 
atavism, or degeneration to a primitive 
state. Arguments in favor of this view are 
drawn from the designation of colors in 
very old books, such as Iloraer, the Bible, 
etc. 
Dr. Dor, of Lyons, combats this the- 


ory, contending that color-blindness is 
largely due to a lack of proper training and 
education, and that Aristotle was able to 
distinguish rainbow colois as readily as the 
average of our contemporaries. He shows 
from the very writings upon which the new 
theory was based numerous passages indi- 
cating very highly developed ideas of colors, 
while modern literature abounds in inaccu- 
rate color designations. In conclusion. Dr. 
Dor brings facts from the most early his- 
toric times, those cf the Egyptians and an- 
cient Assyrians, to prove that the color- 
sense was developed as much as to-day, 
even at that distant period. 


—Prof. Geike, in a recent lecture, speaks 


eloquently upon tbe wonders of geographi- 
cal evolution. We must betake ourselves 
to tbo mountains to learn the plan of tbe 
earth's architecture. On tbo great low- 
lands of the world the superstructure is 
concealed by a de«p accumulation of super- 
ficial detritus, but among the mountains 
the whole construction of the earth's rocky 
coast is laid bare. 
There, amid all that is 


grand and most impressive in nature, tbe 


chronicles of the globe must be read. 
From a study of mountain architecture we 
learn that the dry land has been upheaved 
at many successive periods, from (*•» sea- 
floor; that these upheavals have laken 
place generally along the same persistent 
lines, and that they were separated by pro- 
longed periods of subsidence. After each 
uplift the new land has been exposed to 
disintegration, and its debris has been car- 
ried out to tbe sea bottom, there to accu- 
mulate into the thick masses of rock out of 
which future lands wcie to be formed. 
During tbe inoio important movements of 
upheavals massive sheets of solid rock have 
been compressed, crumpled, and even ren- 
dered crystalline, and have been squeezed 
up along lines which have formed mountain 
chains. Volcanoes, loo, have broken out 
along these lines of tcjiestrial disturbance 
and Lave poured forth enormous volumes 
of lava from their heated interior. Dy rev- 
olutions of this natnie, often repeated, the 
framework of the land has been slowly 
bnilt up. During tbe early ages of tardy 
mountain growth many tribes of plants and 
animals have com3 and gone. These re- 
veal the fact that there liave been a history 
and a progress of organic life as well as the 
solid platform on which this life has been 
manifested. 
Generation after generation 


has passed away ; species liave changed, 
eveu whole types of existence have entirely 
disappeared, but the reports of this pro- 
gress in tbe organic world have been pre- 
served within tb9 rocky framework of land 
with sufficient fullness to serve as latid- 
matks in geological history. The remains 
of the extinct ferns and tiees, corals and 
shells, fish and reptiles, entombed within 
the mountains, become the clue by which 
the successive dates of the upheaval of 
these mountains are relatively fixed. They 
bring before us glimpses of the geography 
of the long vanished past — here a fair wood- 
laud with its lakes aud its streams; theie a 
sandy shore bounded by bird and reptile; 
while often amid the rugged landscapes of 
the heart of a continent they tell us that 
theie of old lay "the stillness of the central 
sea.''

Try it. It will check your bieath for an 
instant when you first gaze upon (he fig- 
ures that represent one year's outlay. If 
people must smoke and will smoke, if they 
must and will put Ihe abomination in one 
of its forms in their mouths, they ought, to 
resolve to be guilty of their bail habit de- 
cently. There-arc features peitaining to it 
that are unavoidably repulsive to every sen- 
sitive, every delicate, every refined nature, 
and which no man having polite mauneis 
and decent proclivities will omit to keep ID 
tlie background. 


I like to see people going about doing 


good. It pleases one, for theie is merit in 
it. It is a worthy way of making use of time, 
and is every way creditable. The ladies of 
the Belief Society doservo far more credit 
far more praise tban any thinks of giriut; 
them. 
Such generous and self-sacrificing

Some 
people enjoy he^Wg the poor and showing 
them how to help themselves, while others 
seem unfitted foi helping them except by 
setting them a good example. This is as 
far as their capability extends, which is bet- 
ter than llioso do who even fall short in 
tliat respect.
